On the ſame day, according to'BoYE R, a royal meſſenger of the 
emperor of Morocco, Elhadge Guzman, was likewiſe introduced by 
the duke of SHREWSBURY to a private audience, and delivered 
Tetters to the queen from Muley I/hmae! his maſter, the ſame em- 
peror, probably, who ſent an ambaſſador to our court, in 1706, 
mentioned in TATLER Ne 120, and nate, Vol. IV. p. 17. 
The Indian kings continued about a fortnight longer in London, 
during which time they were hoſpitably entertained by ſome of the 
lords commiſhoners of the Admiralty, by the duke of OxMonD, 
and ſeveral perſons of diſtindtion.

" FLAMSTEAD'S houſe, and the mathematical inſtruments in Green- 
wich-park, andentertained with the fight of the prineipal curioſities 
in and about the metropolis, then conveyed to Portſmouth through 
Hampton- court and Windſor, and embarked with colonel FRAN- 
ois NiCHOLSON, commander in chief of the forces appointed 
to the American ſervice, on board the Dragon, captain MAR TIN. 
commodore, who with about eighteen fail under his convoy, failed 
from Spithead on the 8th of May, and landed their majeſties fafe at

HEN a man is in a ſerious mood, and 
ponders upon his own make, with a re- 
troſpect to the actions of his life and the 
many fatal miſcarriages in it, which he owes to 
ungoverned paſſions, he is then apt to ſay to 
himſelf, that experience has guarded him againſt 
ſuch errors for the future: but nature often 
recurs in ſpite of his beſt reſolutions; and it is

leaſt to cultivate and improve. Theſe, in 
my opinion, are chearfulneſs and conſtancy.

Conſtancy is natural to perfons of even tem- 
vers and uniform diſpoſitions; and may be 
acquired by thoſe of the greateſt fickleneſs, 
violence, and paſſion,, who conſider ſeriouſly 
the terms of union upon which they come to- 
gether, the mutual intereſt in which they are 
engaged, with all the motives that 'ought to

ſame ſtate of happineſs or miſery. Conſlancy, 
when it grows in the mind upon conſiderations 
of this nature, becomes a moral virtue, and. a 
kind of good- nature, that is not ſuhject to any 
change of health, age, fortune, or any of tho 
accidents, which are apt to unſettle the 2 


diſpoſitions that are founded rather in conſtitu - 


tion than in reaſon. Where ſuch a conſtancy
